The  Market  as  I  See  It 

In  the  stock  market  a  share  of  XYZ 
Widgets  can  wax  or  wane  in  desirability,  as 
its  fundamental  worth  changes-depending 
upon  sales,  profits,  management  etc. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  coin  market  a  coin  is 
a  coin  is  a  coin.  Assuming  that  a  coin  has 
been  carefully  preserved,  it  should  be  just  as 
interesting  in  1994  at  $500  as  it  was  in  1989 
when  it  was  priced  at  $1,000.  The  mintage 
hasn’t  changed,  the  grade  hasn’t  changed, 
the  design  hasn’t  changed,  etc. 

Only  the  market  is  different 

Over  the  years  I  have  been  a  contrarian. 
I  have  never  followed  the  crowd,  nor  will  I 
probably  ever  do  so.  I  enjoy  reading  about 
market  trends,  numismatic  history,  investor 
psychology,  and  the  like.  This,  plus  40  some 
years  of  experience  as  a  rare  coin  dealer,  has 
taught  me  a  lot  of  things,  which  are  re¬ 
flected  in  sayings  we  all  know: 

One  of  these  is:  The  more  things  change, 
the  more  they  are  the  same. 

Another  is:  History  repeats  itself. 

If  I  wanted  to  buy  anything,  and  if  that 
“anything”  did  not  change  in  grade  or 
desirability,  I  would  rather  buy  it  for  $500 
than  $1,000. 

The  reason  that  $500  Barber  quarter  is 
not  priced  at  $1,000  now,  is  that  in  1989 
there  were  more  buyers  for  it 

As  discussed  in  our  last  issue  (“A  Matter 
of  Timing,”  p.  1),  the  coin  market  tends  to 
run  in  cycles. 

Over  the  years,  commemoratives  have 
run  in  several  well-defined  cycles.  Each 
time,  the  peak  has  been  followed  by  a 
valley  (the  very  definition  of  a  cycle),  but 
the  next  peak  has  been  higher  than  the  one 
before  it. 

Of  course,  it  could  be  that  in  1994,  cycles 
that  have  characterized  the  commemora¬ 
tive  market  for  many  decades  will  all  of  a 
sudden  end.  But,  I  doubt  it 

What  to  Do? 

As  I  see  it,  there  are  many  opportunities 
in  the  coin  market  today.  As  this  article  is 
appearing  in  a  publication  offering  coins 
for  sale,  it  is  not  exactly  unbiased.  But,  if 
you  check  out  its  basic  premises,  I  believe 
you’ll  agree  that  my  ideas  have  merit.

H.H.L  Asks:  Re:  The  1879-CC  Morgan 
dollar.  I  have  seen  it  referred  to  as  “Bro¬ 
ken  CC,”  “Capped  CC,”  and  “Large  over 
Small  CC."  Which  is  correct? 

CC  Answers:  At  the  mint,  a  previ¬ 
ously  existing  die  with  small  cc  letters 
was  changed  by  partially  “digging  out” 
(for  want  of  a  better  term)  the  former  cc 
and,  in  the  resultant  irregular  area, 
overpunching  with  larger  CC  letters. 
From  a  technical  viewpoint,  “Large  over 
Small  CC”  is  most  accurate. 


N.M.  Asks:  Recently,  1  started  to  col¬ 
lect  a  set  of  Liberty  Head  nickels  in  Mint 
State.  Following  your  advice,  1  have  picked 
MS-63  and  MS-64  coins,  and,  so  far,  have 
16  different  dates.  I  have  several  ques¬ 
tions,  and  I  hope  you  can  help  me. 

1.  So  far,  I  have  not  been  able  to  find 
several  of  the  dates  in  the  1880s  and 
1890s.  While  I  know  that  1885  and  1886 
are  rare  due  to  their  low  mintages,  why 
are  the  others  so  hard  to  find?  If  I  wanted 
to,  I  could  have  bought  quite  a  few  speci¬ 
mens  of  some  dates  in  the  1900s,  but,  so 
far,  I  haven’t  found  even  a  single  1884 
(for  example).  As  1  assume  that  the  1884 
is  much  rarer  than  (for  example)  1911, 
why  aren’t  “Trends”  values  for  the  1884 
several  times  higher  than  for  the  1911?

I  think 
you  said  something  about  this  in  one  of 
your  catalogues,  but  it  is  easier  to  ask  you 
about  it  now,  as  I  am  asking  other  ques¬ 
tions  as  well. 

CC  Answers:  1.  Listings  in  “Trends” 
(in  Coin  World),  the  “Coin  Market”  ( Nu¬ 
mismatic  News),  the  Guide  Book,  etc.,  are 
based  upon  current  market  values.  The 
answer  is  that  current  market  values  in 
turn  are  mostly  based  upon  Liberty  Head 
nickels  as  a  design  type,  without  respect  in 
most  instances  for  actual  rarity.  In  my 
opinion,  this  translates  into  a  great  oppor¬ 
tunity.  In  this  series,  as  well  as  many 
others,  you  can  often  buy  scarce  and  rare 
coins  for  only  slightly  more  than  common 
ones. 

2.  The  1885  in  Mint  State  is  very  rare, 
and  we  probably  handle  only  one  or  two 
each  year.  The  issue  is  several  orders  rarer 
in  Mint  State  than  in  Proof. 

3.  All  authentic  1912-S  nickels  are 
lightly  struck  on  Miss  Liberty’s  hair  and 
have  slightly  bulged  fields.  I  have  never 
seen  one  otherwise.  Indeed,  this  is  one 
coin  that  you  can  identify  (with  experi¬ 
ence)  from  the  obverse,  without  having  to 
check  the  mintmark  on  the  reverse.

This  column  gives  basic  information  concerning  a  particular  aspect  of  numismatics. 
Save  them,  and  over  a  period  of  time  you’ll  become  an  expert! 


What’s  popular  and  what’s  not?  Lists 
and  surveys  on  this  subject  are  often  seen 
in  various  magazines  and  on  TV  shows.  In 
numismatics  today,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  series  are  popu¬ 
lar.  (In  our  next  issue, 
we’ll  feature  those  that 
are  not  popular- 
watch  for  it!) 

Modern  coins  are 
popular  because  of 
their  widespread  avail- 
ability-things  like  current 
Proof  sets,  new  commemora- 
tives  (but,  ouch!,  when  it  comes  to 
some  of  the  issue  prices!),  and 
coins  from  circulation.  Susan  An¬ 
thony  dollars,  Eisenhower  dollars, 
Kennedy  halves,  and  other  modern  se¬ 
ries  have  many  fans.  These  are  cheap,  and 
offer  many  varieties  in  high  grades. 

Morgan  silver  dollars  minted  1878-1921 
are  among  the  most  popular  of  the  older 
series,  and  well  they  should  be,  for  at  least 
50%  of  the  100  or  so  major  varieties  can  be 
purchased  for  less  than  $100  per  coin  in 
Mint  State,  with  some  priced  less  than  $25! 
Lots  of  interesting  reading  material  is  avail¬ 


able,  too. 

Commemorative  coins  of  the  1892-1954 
years,  whose  mintages  make  most  of  them 
quite  rare  in  comparison  to  modern 
commems,  have  always  been  popular. 
Many  of  our  clients  place  these  as  No. 
1  among  their  favorites. 

Gold  coins  are  quite  inexpen¬ 
sive  now,  in  relation  to  their 
gold  or  melt-down  value. 
Nowhere  is  this  more 
evident  than  among 
the  higher  denomina¬ 
tions,  especially  the 
$20  double  eagle. 
When  you  stop  to 
think  about  it,  buying 
19th-century  $20  for, 
say,  $550,  when  it  has  a 
bullion  value  of,  say,  $360  (the 
price  varies),  is  like  buying  a  silver  dollar 
for  just  slightly  over  a  dollar!

The  Mint  forgot  to  put  an  “S”  mintmark  on  the  1925  Fort  Vancouver  commemorative 
half  dollars,  all  of  which  were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint! 

George  Washington  medals  were  the  hottest  investment  items  in  the  coin  market!  It 
is  true,  and  the  time  was  in  the  early  1860s.  Back  then,  the  Washington  Cabinet,  part  of 
the  U.S.  Mint  Collection,  created  a  lot  of  attention,  and  James  Ross  Snowden,  Mint 
director,  wrote  a  fine  book  on  Washington  medals.

The  1907  Mint  Report  gave  this  dis¬ 
tressing  information: 

There  were  transferred  from  the  Trea¬ 
sury  to  date  for  the  purpose  of  recoinage 
Hawaiian  silver  coins  of  the  face  value  of 
$828,624.50,  producing  $854,351.75  in 
domestic  subsidiary  coins  in  which  there 
was  a  gain  of  $25,727.25. 

The  destroyed  coins  referred  to  were 
struck  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  (but 
without  S  mintmarks)  for  Hawaii  in  1883, 
and  consisted  of  $1,000,000  face  value  of 
dimes,  quarters,  half  dollars,  and  silver 
dollars. 

Where  Are  They  Now? 

The  February  1919  issue  of  The  Nu¬ 
mismatist,  p.  92,  noted  that  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  United  States  Coins  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Numismatic  Society  “has  seen  one  or 
two  interesting  trial  pieces  of  regular 
issue,  including  a  Lincoln  cent  in  pure 
nickel.”
